Dad charged 
after son saved 
from hot car 


Two-year-old OK. 

‘There is never a time 
when leaving a child 
unattended in a vehicle 
is acceptable,’ say police 


An Edmonton father who 
“lost track of time” while 
running errands has been 
charged by police after Con¬ 
st. Steven Kilpatrick rescued 
the man’s two-year-old son 
from a hot vehicle parked in 
an underground parlcade on 
Wednesday. 

And as Edmonton parents 
continue to leave children un¬ 
attended in vehicles — officers 
estimate 10 charges have been 
laid in the past month alone 
— police said they are consid¬ 
ering lobbying the province to 


toughen legislation. 

Sgt. Gaiy Willits said po¬ 
lice receive a minimum of 
five calls per week regarding 
children being left alone in 
vehicles. In July, a three-year- 
old Edmonton girl died after 
she was found inside her 
family’s SUV. 

“What happened (Wednes¬ 
day) could have been the same 
result,” said Willits. 

Around 3:40 p.m. on Wed¬ 
nesday, members of the Down¬ 
town Division were at a colli¬ 
sion site when they received 
a call from a security guard at 
a nearby highrise regarding a 
child left in a vehicle. 

Kilpatrick, a bicycle officer 
with EPS Downtown Division, 
hopped on his bike and took 
shortcuts through alleyways 
to get past the collision and 
traffic jam it had created. 

Kilpatrick found a two- 


year-old boy in obvious dis¬ 
tress in a car seat in the back 
of a sedan parked on the first 
level of the underground 
parlcade. 

He broke the driver-side 
window and rescued the child, 
who was sweaty and lethargic 
and had been in the vehicle 
for at least 45 minutes. 

“To see a two-year-old that 
might not be able to process 
why he’s been left in this 
vehicle, why he’s feeling the 
way he is, it’s impossible to 
put into words.... This is about 
as pure as it gets for saving 
lives,” said Kilpatrick. 

When the boy’s 33-year- 
old father returned 10 to 20 
minutes later, he was arrested 
and charged with abandoning 
a child. After being examined 
by EMS, the boy was eventu¬ 
ally returned to his mother.

Client survey results from TEC 
Edmonton show Alberta has 
the fundamental blocks to 
create a new economy based 
on research development and 
commercialization, said deputy 
premier Thomas Lukaszuk on 
Thursday 

On Thursday, the business 
incubator and joint venture 
between the city and the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta released 2012 
survey results showing TEC Ed¬ 
monton’s 106 client companies 
generated $103 million in rev¬ 


enue in 2012. 

Several spin-off companies 
from the U of A and other aca¬ 
demic institutions are clients of 
the business accelerator. 

“Those who tend to be critic¬ 
al of the idea and who believe 
that research should never be 
aimed at commercialization are 
simply wrong,” Lukaszuk told 
media following a presentation 
from TEC Edmonton. 

Lukaszuk said Alberta needs 
to follow in the footsteps of 
Massachusetts or Silicon Valley 


and convert research into eco¬ 
nomic activity. 

“The (spring) budget was 
a prime example of what will 
continue to happen if we don’t 
invest into applied research, if 
we don’t grow pure research, 
if we don’t start becoming 
world-class at commercializing 
research and if we don’t start 
growing and spinning out econ¬ 
omies like these, clusters with 
economic growth like these, in 
this province,” he said.

City launches new 
bike-lane videos 


Cycling in the city. 

Construction on new 
lanes ramps up 


As the city gets set to install new 
bike lanes, it’s offering an un¬ 
usual refresher course on how 
to use them. 

Three videos will go online 
this week featuring stop-motion 
Lego characters showing how 
dedicated bike lanes, buffered 
bike lanes and sharrows work. 

At the same time, new lanes 
will be installed on 40 Avenue 
from 106 Street to 119 Street, on 
95 Avenue between 142 Street 
and 189 Street and also along 
106 Street between 34 Avenue 
and 51 Avenue. 

Tyler Golly, the city’s general 
supervisor of sustainable trans¬ 
portation, said the city wants 
to spread the network of bike 


lanes, because residents want 
them. 

“The desire is there. What 
we need to do is to design the 
infrastructure people will be 
comfortable using,” he said. 

He said the videos are meant 


to be a light-hearted way to get a 
message across. 

Chris Chan, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters’ Society, said the 
city is catching up with the in¬ 
terest level in cycling. He said 


cyclists can ride on regular 
roads, but the bike lanes make 
it easier, especially for new cyc¬ 
lists. 

“They really make that space 
comfortable for people who 
want to bike,” said Chan.

Police investigate 
after man found 
critically injured

Edmonton Transit secur¬ 
ity initially found the man 
and called police. 

Police believe the man 
was assaulted sometime 
between midnight and 6 
a.m. Thursday and are ask¬ 
ing anyone who may have 
witnessed anything to call 
police. 

Police spokesperson 
Leila Daoud said at this 
point officers have more 
questions than answers and 
don’t know exactly when 
the incident took place. 

“We don’t have a 
specific timeline,” she said. 

As of Thursday after¬ 
noon, she said police have 
not yet been able to talk 
with the victim because of 
his injuries and they don’t 
know if a single person 
attacked him or if it was 
multiple people. 

They also don’t know 
where the man might have 
been before the assault.

Up for debate 


Council to 
discuss pedway 
for Coliseum 

A new $ 30-million pedway 
could connect the Coli¬ 
seum LRT centre and the 
Northlands Expo Centre 
under a proposal council 
will discuss next week. 

Coun. Ed Gibbons 
asked city administration 
to look at options for con¬ 
necting the convention 
centre to the LRT station 
earlier this year. 

He said with so many 
convention visitors staying 
downtown and then trav¬ 
elling out to Northlands, 
it makes sense to better 
connect the facilities. 

“It’s not just about 
Northlands, it’s about 
economics, it’s about 
tourism,” he said. “It’s 
something that will make 
it much easier to use the 
LRT.” 

Gibbons said events 
like Farm Fair and the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo 
bring significant dollars to 
the local economy. 

City spokesperson 
Quinn Nicholson said the 
report going to council is 
only a preliminaiy report 
and stressed the estimates 
could change dramatically. 

“They have pulled 
approximate numbers 
from the Health Sciences 
pedway,” said Nicholson. 

The proposed design 
would put another storey 
on the current LRT station 
and extended an enclosed 
pedway over the tracks at 
118 Avenue and directly 
into the exposition centre. 

The budget request will 
come to council in 2014 
along with a proposed 
facelift to the LRT station, 
but no budget has been 
approved for any part of 
the project.

Mayhem. Local 
Egyptians express 
horror over violence

As the death toll soars in Egypt, 
Egyptians living in Edmonton 
are in shock at the horrific 
scenes in the news. 

“Yesterday I could not get 
any work done or go to sleep. 
All I did was watch and read the 
media,” said Omar Fayed, who 
came to Edmonton from Egypt 


in 2009 to attend school. 

“It is impossible not to think 
about eveiyone back home 
in Egypt. How could all this 
violence be happening again? 
That’s all I can think of.” 

With Thursday’s report 
that Egyptian authorities have 
granted police the power to use 
deadly force to protect them¬ 
selves and state institutions, 
Fayed believes it will only get 
worse. 

“I’m not sure when it will 
get better. I think it will become 
darker before there is light. 
There’s so much violence and 
no one knows how to stop it,” 
he said. 

Ahmed Ibrahim, a friend of 


Fayed’s, says other countries 
should intervene. 

“Something has to be done. 
Foreign governments or some¬ 
one else needs to help out 
my countiy,” he said. “It’s my 
home. I can’t watch it crumble.” 

Fayed says the militaiy is 
handling the situation in the 
worst way, adding the army is 
“committing a war crime.” 

“I never supported (ousted 
president Mohammed) Morsi, 
and I was happy when he was 
taken out of power, but now it’s 
worse than ever,” he said. “My 
countiy is being destroyed and 
my countiymen murdered.” 

“What can we do?” Ibrahim 
asked. “It’s just devastating.”

Last month my wife and I 
spent a week in San Francisco 
and found eveiy site with ease, 
thanks to signs above and 
below ground. 

“You are here” maps made 
us comfortable enough to 
reach our destinations but also 
confident enough to get off the 
beaten path, knowing it would 
be hard to get lost. 

Fast-forward a week and I’m 
in Edmonton, at my wit’s end, 
hying to find a recommended 
tailor inside Central Station 
that, 10 minutes ago, was tech¬ 
nically right below my feet. 

Why was I more comfort¬ 
able traversing a city I’d never 
been to than the one I call 
home? Because Edmonton 
hasn’t fully committed to “way- 
finding.” 

Wayfinding sounds like an 
aviation term, but it’s just about 
finding your way through an 
unfamiliar place. It’s how you 
get around a mall, find the 
bread aisle or exit a parlcade. 

From an urban perspective, 
it’s about sensoiy and visual 
cues that guide you around 
a city. Drivers know these as 
street signs. But for pedestrians 
or public-transit users, it’s not 
so obvious. 


Tim Querengesser realized 
this shortly after moving to Ed¬ 
monton from Toronto, and de¬ 
cided to create the Edmonton 
Wayfinding Project to improve 
the pedestrian experience. 

He has even challenged the 
four mayoral candidates to “get 
lost” — that is, defied them to 
get from one point of the city to 
another without the benefit of 
a car, smartphone or someone 
to help. “The ultimate prize is 
my vote for mayor,” says Quer¬ 
engesser (who, in the interest of

disclosure, has worked with me 
in his role as an Alberta Venture 
magazine editor). 

Nowhere is the city’s tricky 
wayfinding more obvious than 
on the under-utilized pedway, 
where adjoining hotels and 
businesses have taken it upon 
themselves to create directional 
signs. It’s a patchwork of urban 
planning when a single, uni¬ 
form design would be far more 
intuitive and helpful, especially 
since, according to 2013’s Cen¬ 
tral Business District report, 


there’s an uptick in transit use, 
biking and walking. 

One city planner has asked 
for $2 milfion for a signage sys¬ 
tem, but council wasn’t sold 
on it. That’s why Querengesser 
challenged the candidates. “I 
want the people making policy 
to experience the problem in¬ 
stead of being told about it.” 

So far, three of the four 
candidates are considering it. 
Karen Leibovici said she’s com¬ 
mitted to the issue but doesn’t 
want the “photo-op.” 

Whether the call is heeded, 
a relatively small investment, 
like Calgaiy’s new $1.3-million 
directional signs to popular 
streets and landmarks, could 
pay for itself 

A study from Toronto, 
where a new multimillion-dol- 
lar wayfinding strategy is being 
considered for the Pan Amer¬ 
ican Games, says eveiy buck in¬ 
vested could fetch up to $2.40 in 
returns based on the increased 
number of pedestrians and 
cyclists who are more likely to 
make spontaneous purchases 
at nearby businesses. 

But the best reason is hos¬ 
pitality: Edmonton is one of 
Canada’s fastest-growing and 
youngest cities, meaning there 
are tens of thousands of un¬ 
acquainted new arrivals, and 
many of them can’t afford or 
simply choose not to drive.

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Athlete defends anti-gay law 


Russia. Pole vaulter 
slams competitors who 
painted their nails in 
rainbow colours to 
stand against Moscow 


Pole-vault great Yelena Isin- 
bayeva condemned homosex¬ 
uality Thursday after criticiz¬ 


ing competitors who painted 
their fingernails in rainbow 
colours to support gays and 
lesbians in the face of a new 
anti-gay law in Russia. 

The Russian, who won her 
third world title Tuesday in 
front of a boisterous home 
crowd, came out in favour of 
the law that has drawn sharp 
criticism and led Western ac¬ 
tivists to call for a boycott of 
next year’s Winter Olympics in 


the Russian resort of Sochi. 

“If we allow to promote 
and do all this stuff on the 
street, we are very afraid 
about our nation because we 
consider ourselves like nor¬ 
mal, standard people,” Isin- 
bayeva, a two-time Olympic 
champion, said in English. 
“We just live with boys with 
woman, woman with boys.” 

At least two Swedish ath¬ 
letes competed Thursday 


with their fingernails painted 
in rainbow colours at Luzh¬ 
niki Stadium. 

Emma Green Tregaro, who 
won a bronze medal at the 
2005 worlds, posted a picture 
of her fingers on Instagram, 
saying, “Nails painted in the 
colours of the rainbow.” She 
followed that with several 
hashtags, including “#pride” 
and “#moscow2013.”

Brazil Three men get 
prison time for gang rape 
of American tourist 


A Rio de Janeiro court con¬ 
victed three men Thursday in 
the gang rape of an American 
woman aboard a public-tran¬ 
sit van that shocked Brazil 
and made headlines around 
the world. 

Judge Guilherme Schilling 
delivered the verdict Wed¬ 
nesday, sentencing 20-year- 
old Jonathan Froudalcis de 
Souza and 21-year-old Wal- 
ace Aparecido de Souza Silva 
each to 49 years and three 
months in prison on rape, 
robbeiy and extortion char¬ 
ges. Carlos Armando Costa 
dos Santos, whose age was 
not given, was sentenced to 
21 years and seven months 
in prison, while a minor de¬ 
tained in connection with 
the rape has yet to be tried. 

A court statement on the 
decision said the attacks on 
the woman “in many in¬ 
stances were laced with sad¬ 
ism and complete disdain 


for the victim.” 

The assault began after 
midnight on March 30 when 
the victim and her French 
boyfriend caught a public 
van in Rio’s showcase Copa- 
cabana beach neighbourhood 
en route to the popular night¬ 
life district of Lapa. Brazilian 
news reports have said the 
couple were in the countiy to 
study Portuguese. 

Van operators robbed the 
passengers and forced all but 
the couple to get off. While 
they restrained the French¬ 
man and beat him with a tire 
iron, they repeatedly raped the 
woman as the van travelled 
back and forth between Rio 
and a nearby suburb. 

News of the case sparked 
widespread outrage, particu¬ 
larly after it emerged that the 
gang was suspected in previous 
attacks on Brazilian women 
that were largely uninvesti¬ 
gated.

The two young men facing 
child pornography-related char¬ 
ges arising from the Rehtaeh 
Parsons case will return to Hali¬ 
fax youth court in September. 

The 18-year-olds were ar¬ 
raigned Thursday morning, but 
their lawyers asked for an ad¬ 
journment, saying they needed 
time to review the case against 
their file.

sequent bullying “caused that 
much anger within her that she 
had to take her own life.”

“It appears that individuals 
on the Internet and certain 
members of the media con¬ 
ducted their own one-sided 
trial,” he said. 

Arnold said the case would 
likely be heard by a judge alone, 
rather than a judge and juiy.

Montreal. Province 
says CPR was 
responsible for fateful

Canadian Pacific says it holds 
no financial responsibility for 
the Lac-Megantic disaster and 
is rejecting a legal demand by 
the Quebec government to 


help fund the cleanup of the 
devastated Quebec town. 

The railway has an¬ 
nounced that it will appeal 
the legal order. 

The news comes one day 
after the provincial govern¬ 
ment added CPR to a list of 
defendants that it says are 
responsible for paying for 
the massive mop-up in Lac- 
Megantic, where a train de¬ 
railed on July 6 and dumped 
millions of litres of crude oil 
into the environment. 

“Canadian Pacific has re¬ 
viewed the notice. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, and law, CP is not 
responsible for this cleanup,” 


said railway spokesman Ed 
Greenberg. 

But Environment Minister 
Yves-Francois Blanchet was 
quick to retort. “Under the 
law on environmental qual¬ 
ity, the minister does not ask 
for, or suggest, compensation 
... he orders it,” said Blanchet 
in a statement. 

The disaster killed 47 
people and led to a mass 
evacuation in the community 
of 6,000. The derailment has 
since prompted a criminal in¬ 
vestigation, several lawsuits 
and concerns that locals may 
have to abandon the down¬ 
town core.

Saskatoon. Mental-

The head of the Canadian 
Mental Health Commission 
says good education and 
training will help police of¬ 
ficers interact better with 
people who have mental- 
health issues. 

Louise Bradley spoke

Association of Police Boards’ 
annual meeting in Saskatoon 
on Thursday. Education and 
training on this issue is only 
the beginning, she said. 

Saskatoon police Chief

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Gang violence cows teachers, 
closes 16 schools in South Africa 


Cape Town. Provincial 
leader calls for troops 
despite increased 
police presence 


Education officials in South 
Africa closed 16 schools, 
affecting 12,000 students 
Thursday in an impoverished 
area near Cape Town because 
of a spike in gang violence 
that has left teachers too 
afraid to go to work. 

Underscoring the level of 
violence, one man who was 
identified by fellow mem¬ 
bers as belonging to a gang 
called the Americans was 
shot dead Thursday in an 
area in Manenberg where 
many children play. The 
young man’s mother, Aysha 
Ismail, was distraught as 
she spoke to The Associated 
Press by phone soon after 


seeing her son’s body. 

“My heart is broken be¬ 
cause this gang violence 
must stop,” Ismail said 
through tears. “There are 
nearly a hundred small chil¬ 
dren playing around in the 
streets. We need a police pa¬ 
trol here.” 

South Africa’s police ser¬ 
vices have increased their 
presence in the area recently, 
said Bronagh Casey, spokes¬ 
woman for the Western Cape 
Education Ministry. But the 
violence is still affecting 
schools in the area. 

“We are closing the 
schools because our educa¬ 
tors say they are unsafe go¬ 
ing to the area to report for 
duty,” Casey said, adding 
that students cannot be left 
unsupervised. 

“We rely on law enforce¬ 
ment in the area. Our educa¬ 
tion relies on a stable com¬ 
munity in which to operate.”

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Death toll soars in Egypt as 
violence spills into 2nd day 


Turmoil spreads. 

Police, churches and 
government buildings 
attacked as Muslim 
Brotherhood calls for 
mass rally on Friday 


Weeping relatives in search of 
loved ones uncovered the faces 
of the dead in a Cairo mosque 
near the smouldering epicentre 
of support for ousted president 
Mohammed Morsi as the death 
toll soared past 600 Thursday 
from Egypt’s deadliest day since 
the Arab Spring began. 

World condemnation wid¬ 
ened for the bloody crackdown 
Wednesday on Morsi’s mostly 
Islamist supporters, including 
an angiy response from U.S. 
President Barack Obama. 

Violence spread Thursday, 


with government buildings set 
afire near the Pyramids, police¬ 
men gunned down and scores 
of Christian churches attacked. 
As turmoil engulfed the coun¬ 
try, the Interior Ministry au¬ 
thorized the use of deadly force 
against protesters targeting po¬ 
lice and state institutions. 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
trying to regroup after the as¬ 
sault on their encampments 
and the arrest of many of their 
leaders, called for a mass rally 
on Friday in a challenge to the 
government’s declaration of a 
nationwide state of emergency 
and a dusk-to-dawn curfew. 

At least 638 people were 
confirmed killed and nearly 
4,000 wounded in the violence 
sparked when police smashed 
the two sit-ins in Cairo where 
Morsi’s supporters had been 
camped out for six weeks call¬ 
ing for his reinstatement.

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird says he’s con¬ 
cerned about attacks on 
religious institutions as 
deadly violence continues 
to flare in Egypt. 

But so far, Canada has 
not imposed any sanctions 
against the interim govern¬ 
ment in Cairo following a 
military crackdown against 
supporters of ousted Egyp¬ 
tian president Mohammed 
Morsi. 

In a statement, Baird and 
Andrew Bennett, Canada’s 
ambassador for religious 
freedom, call attacks on 
Christian churches in Egypt 
unconscionable, and they 
say authorities need to pro¬ 
tect worshippers. 

“We are concerned by 
recent attacks on religious 
institutions in Egypt, in par¬ 
ticular the unconscionable 
attacks on Coptic Orthodox 
and Anglican churches, and 
on Baptist and Franciscan 
institutions,” the statement 
reads. 

“Attacks on places of 



worship are unacceptable. 
Canada calls on Egyptian 
authorities to protect wor¬ 
shippers and religious sites 
from violence and intimida¬ 
tion.” 

Egypt’s ambassador to 
Canada, Wael Ahmed Kamal 
Aboul-Magd, was unavail¬ 
able Thursday to respond 
to Baird’s statement. His as¬ 
sistant said the ambassador 
would not be back to the 
embassy until the weekend.

At least 18 dead as car bomb 
hits Beirut neighbourhood 


Lebanon. Dozens also 
trapped in burning 
cars in Hezbollah 
stronghold in bloodiest 
attack yet linked to 
Syrian civil war 


A powerful car bomb tore 
through a bustling south Beirut 
neighbourhood that is a strong¬ 
hold of Hezbollah on Thursday, 
killing at least 18 and trapping 
dozens of others in an inferno 
of burning cars and buildings 
in the bloodiest attack yet on 
Lebanese civilians linked to 
Syria’s civil war. 

The blast is the second in 
just over a month to hit one 
of the Shiite militant group’s 
bastions of support, and the 
deadliest in decades. It raises 
the spectre of a sharply div¬ 
ided Lebanon being pulled 
further into the conflict next 
door, which is being fought on 
increasingly sectarian lines pit¬ 
ting Sunnis against Shiites. 

Syria-based Sunni rebels and 


militant Islamist groups fight¬ 
ing to topple Syria’s President 
Bashar Assad have threatened 
to target Hezbollah strongholds 
in Lebanon in retaliation for 
intervening on behalf of his re¬ 
gime in the conflict. 

Thursday’s explosion ripped 
through a crowded, over¬ 
whelmingly Shiite area tightly 
controlled by Hezbollah, turn¬ 
ing streets lined with vegetable 
markets, bakeries and shops 
into scenes of destruction. 

Dozens of ambulances 
rushed to the site of the ex¬ 
plosion and firefighters used 
cranes and ladders to tiy to 
evacuate terrified residents 
from burning buildings. Some 
fled to the rooftops of buildings 
and civil defence workers were 
still struggling to bring them 
down to safety several hours 
after the explosion. 

The blast appeared to be an 
attempt to sow fear among the 
group’s civilian supporters. 

Hezbollah’s A1 Manar TV 
and Red Cross official George 
Kattaneh said the death toll was 
at least 18, with more than 280 
wounded, the associated press

Eveiybody agrees that a 
19-year-old Pennsylvania man 
dressed up as a ninja and 
lurked near homes, but they 
disagree whether that’s a good 
idea — or legal. 

Todd Kapcsos was in court 
Wednesday to waive his right 
to a preliminary hearing on 
charges of loitering, prowling 
at night and disorderly conduct. 

Police said Kapcsos fright¬ 
ened some elderly residents 
who saw him sneaking around 
while carrying a black base¬ 
ball bat and wearing a hooded 
sweatshirt, mask and pair of 
gloves — all of them black. 

He contends he was just 


trying to help police catch 
bad guys. “I dressed up in all 
black, snuck around, went 
through bushes,” Kapcsos told 
W]AC-TV. He claimed to be 
practising “ninja moves” in¬ 
cluding rolling into a ball so 
he’d appear to be a rock hid¬ 
den in the shadows. 

“There’s not enough police 
officers,” he said. “The com¬ 
munity should do something 
rather than sit back.” 

But one neighbour, Chris 
Trevino, told the TV station, “It 
looked more like he was trying 
to break into homes, not like he 
was gonna be a ninja and save 
the world.” the associated press

The British stuntman who 
parachuted into the London 
Olympics opening ceremony 
as James Bond last summer 
has been killed in an acci¬ 
dent in the Swiss Alps while 
flying a special wingsuit. 

Extreme sports broadcast¬ 
er Epic TV said Thursday that 
Mark Sutton was killed dur¬ 
ing a gathering it had organ¬ 
ized involving 20 wingsuit 
pilots who were being filmed 
as they jumped from helicop¬ 
ters. 

Wingsuits — aerody¬ 
namic jumpsuits that make 
wearers look like winged 
superheroes — allow flyers 
to soar long distances before 
opening parachutes to land. 

Swiss police confirmed 
Sutton died Wednesday 


when he crashed into a rocky 
ridge near Trient in the Val¬ 
ais region. They gave his age 
as 42. 

The former army officer 
had a starring role in one of 
the most memorable parts 
of the 2012 Summer Games 
opening ceremony — a 
filmed sequence in which 
Daniel Craig’s James Bond es¬ 


corted Queen Elizabeth from 
Buckingham Palace and into 
a helicopter. Stunt doubles 
of Bond and the Queen then 
performed a live parachute 
jump into the Olympic Sta¬ 
dium. Sutton was the tuxedo- 
clad Bond, while his friend 
Gary Connery wore a pink 
dress and wig to play the

Fatal plunge. Woman

Woman loses 
arm in suspected 
shark attack 

A 20-year-old German 
tourist lost her arm in a 
suspected shark attack off 
Hawaii Wednesday. 

“She screamed and 
called for help,” said Maui 
Fire Services Chief Lee 
Mainaga. 

The arm was not found, 
Mainaga said. 

Maui County emer¬ 
gency responders said the 
woman’s right arm was 
severed below her shoulder 
as she snorlceled about 50 
metres off shore. 

The woman was helped 
to shore by two Mends and 
a kayaker. She was uncon¬ 
scious and was rushed to 
a hospital. The woman’s 
friends did not see the 
attack, and choppy water 
limited visibility. 

The attack was the 
eighth in Hawaii this year, 
according to state data. Last 
year saw 11 attacks, far 
above the annual average of 
4.75. Hawaii has not seen 
a fatal shark attack since

Meet the world’s newest critter 


New species in 
South America 

Imagine a mini-raccoon with 
a teddy-bear face that is so 
cute it's hard to resist, let 
alone overlook. But 
somehow science did — until 
now. 

Researchers announced 
Thursday a rare discovery of a 
new species of mammal 


called the olinguito. The 
reddish-brown animalis 
about two feet long with a 
long tail and weighs about 
two pounds. 

It belongs to a grouping of 
large creaturesthatinclude 
dogs, cats and bears. 

The critter leaps through 
the trees of mountainous 
forests of Ecuador and 
Colombia at night, according 


to a Smithsonian researcher 
who hasspentthe past 
decade tracking them.

Movie review. 

Forest Whitaker’s 
performance, coupled 
with David Oyelowo's 
work, keep historical 
drama from slipping 
into melodrama 


Richard: Steve, at the cen¬ 
tre of The Butler is Forest 
Whitaker’s remarkable per¬ 
formance, which skillfully 
tempers the film’s tendency 
to veer into melodrama. He’s 
a dignified presence through¬ 
out, in a quiet performance 
that allows the character’s 
inner life to shine through. 
It’s all about the details. The 
way he strokes the tie Jackie 
Kennedy gave him after JFK’s 
assassination. The pained 
looked in his eye as he kicks 
his son out of the White 


House. They are small mo¬ 
ments that cut through the 
movie’s sweeping stoiy, keep¬ 
ing the whole thing ground¬ 
ed. 

Steve: It’s a nuanced per¬ 
formance that definitely 
helps counterbalance what 
could’ve become a melo¬ 
dramatic civil rights morality 
tale. Not only that, but it’s 
powerful because Whitaker 
and director Lee Daniels al¬ 
low us to see racism as an in¬ 
stitutionalized issue whereas 
most films on the topic sim¬ 
ply personalize it. As strong 
as the huge ensemble cast is 
though, there are a few dis¬ 
tracting duds. Besides sport¬ 
ing a waxy Pinocchio-lilce 
proboscis, was John Cusack 
even tiying to portray Ri¬ 
chard Nixon? 

RC: It’s almost as if Cusack 
is doing an impression of 


someone doing an impres¬ 
sion of Nixon. Perhaps they 
should have pulled Rich Little 
out of retirement to do the 
role. Nonetheless, Cusack 
does capture some of Tricky 
Dick’s oily desperation, but it 
is a surreal performance over¬ 
all. The casting of the other 
presidents — Robin Williams 
as Eisenhower, James Mars- 
den as JFK, Liev Schreiber as 
Johnson, and Alan Rickman 
as Reagan — feels stunty, but 
director Lee Daniels realizes 
the stoiy isn’t theirs to tell 
and wisely keeps the focus 
on Gaines and family to tell 
this stoiy. I thought David 
Oyelowo was terrific. You? 

SG: I thought Oyelowo pretty 
much stole the show — not 
easy considering he’s oppos¬ 
ite the likes of Whitaker and 
Oprah and plays the range of 
a butler’s disgruntled teen- 
aged son-turned civil rights 


radical to middle-aged Obama 
supporter. More to the point, 
Daniels’ maybe most success¬ 
ful exploring the strained re¬ 
lationship between him and 
his straitlaced father. 

RC: Their strained relation¬ 
ship was pushed to the limit 
by the tone of the times. The 
overall timeline will be fam¬ 
iliar to anyone who’s ever 
watched the History Channel, 
but The Butler recounts the 
turbulent times through one 
man’s deeply divided family, 
bringing the stoiy home with 
simple, first person storytell¬ 
ing. 

SG: To that end, Daniels sure¬ 
ly deserves some recognition. 
After all, it’s probably impos¬ 
sible to effectively wedge the 
civil rights issue into a two 
hour movie. At least The But¬ 
ler allows for a fascinating 
perspective.

(In the past, when) I got 
somewhere I would just get 
into bed and pass out no mat¬ 
ter what time it was because I’d 
be tired, but you don’t have to 
do that. You can pull yourself 
out and just walk around. 

Take pictures, do something 
unexpected. 

Surely you’re used to the 
rabidity of fans for this kind of 
franchise by now. 

Well... the word fan is an 
abbreviation of the word 
fanatic (laughs). Look, I’m 
really aware and I’m really 
grateful for the fact that 
without the people who read 
the books, I wouldn’t be sit¬ 
ting here talking to you. So 
they deserve my time. They 
deserve five minutes if they 
come up to me on the street, 
they deserve five minutes if 
I’m doing a signing or just to 
say hi.

Lily Collins is bracing herself

(explain) because it could leave 
you at a major cliffhanger and 
unresolved, you know what 


I mean? There are so many 
things that you have to be care¬ 
ful about, but I so badly want 
to get to that point where you 
can explain things. You sign on 
wanting to do that. You need 
to want to go there, not just, “I 
just want to do the first one.” 
You need to love the whole 
stoiy. 

How do you approach the 
idea of spoilers when the film 
is based on a popular book 
series? 

It’s so weird. I don’t know what 
I can say and what I can’t say. 
It’s in a book, and it’s online. 
But then eveiyone’s saying, 
“Don’t remind them.” I don’t 
want to actively ruin the story 
for you. If you really wanted 


to know, you could totally find 
out, but I’m not going to be 
that person responsible. 

You don’t get that with a 
movie made from an original 
screenplay. 

No, you don’t. Then you have 
to sign those confidentiality 
agreements, and that’s when 
it’s like the forbidden fruit. 
When you’re not supposed to 
say something, that’s when 
you really, really want to say it. 
And then you just blurt it out 
without even knowing it. 

How much do you pay atten¬ 
tion to online fan discussions? 

I think originally when I was 
cast I didn’t quite understand 
the scope of the films or the 


books, and then all of a sudden 
all of these websites blasted up, 
and Twitter and Faceboolc and 
eveiything, and I was like, “Oh, 
it’s actually really big.” For 
eveiy positive comment you 
find, you’ll find five bad ones, 
so I really try to separate my¬ 
self. It’s exciting when people 
come up who are excited 
about things and that land of 
gives me the extra drive to get 
through a long shooting day, 
but I think actively trying to 
find that stuff wifi only end up 
bringing you negativity as well. 
It’s just not worth it. Already 
the articles aren’t great, and 
then the comments just bring 
you down even further. “Like, I 
was so excited and now you’ve 
just made me upset. Thanks.”

When it comes to music, Se¬ 
attle is just that kind of city. 
You know, the kind where 
everyone knows everyone 
and at some point, everyone 
plays with eveiyone else. 
Take Walking Papers, a year- 
old heavy rock outfit whose 
self-titled debut album came 
out on Tuesday. 

The band includes bassist 
Duff McKagan (Guns N’ Roses, 
Velvet Revolver), drummer 
Barrett Martin (Screaming 
Trees, Mad Season), and — a 
little less famously — vocal¬ 
ist and guitarist Jeff Angell 
and keyboardist Benjamin 
Anderson, both of the band 
Missionaiy Position. 

But, occasionally, local 
bigwigs like Alice in Chains’s 
Jerry Cantrell and Pearl Jam’s 
Mike McCready (the latter 
also plays on the album) 
jump on stage with them. 

“It’s always gone on,” Mc¬ 
Kagan says of Seattle’s band¬ 
hopping stew. “I grew up 
playing in bands here and 


came back in ’93. There’s al¬ 
ways been this brother and 
sisterhood thing of sharing 
gear, no questions asked, and 
sharing ideas. When I moved 
to L.A. I was struck by how 
competitive music is there, 
which blew my mind. I guess 
it’s a Seattle thing. It’s very 
incestuous here.” 

Through his longtime 
friendship with Angell and 
Martin, McKagan came on 
board and then Anderson. 
For all the superstar power 
this band packs, McKagan is 
realistic about his new band’s 
long-term future. 

“This band should be on 
the radio. It’s the most com¬ 
mercial, accessible band I’ve 
ever been in,” he says, sighing 
at rock radio’s demise. 

“We have hopes. We have 
a ton of new songs. The band 
writes a lot. We’re definitely 
going to do another record. 
You just cross your fingers 
and hope.”

Seattle music. Sub Pop

Having just celebrated 25 
years of Sub Pop Records, co¬ 
founder Jonathan Poneman 
isn’t sure what the future 
holds. 

And that’s fine with him. 
Asked about his hopes for the 
quarter-century ahead, Pone¬ 
man says: “That it be surpris¬ 
ing.” 

“I don’t want to plan 
things out and follow some 
sort of scheme,” he said in 
an interview in his office. “I 
want life to surprise me and 
life to surprise us all.” 

The 52-year-old Poneman 
is no stranger to life’s surpris¬ 
es. He revealed in May he had 
been diagnosed with Parkin¬ 
son’s disease. 

“And of course, while I 
wish that I didn’t have it, now 
that I do have it it’s been an 
interesting adventure in life. 
And interesting adventures 
come in weird packages,” 
he added, stretching out the 
word “weird.” 

“You take weird paths and 
sometimes it leads you to 


some pretty amazing, won¬ 
derful situations. So that’s 
what I want — amazing and 
wonderful.” 

Poneman has already 
achieved that at Sub Pop, the 


legendary label that helped 
launch Nirvana and Sound- 
garden and define the iconic 
Seattle sound. 

Sub Pop’s other godfather 
is Bruce Pavitt. Poneman calls

him the label’s creator, not¬ 
ing Sub Pop had existed “in 
Bruce’s bedroom and in his 
magazine columns and his 
cassette tape series,” before 
the two formally established 
the company in 1988. 

Canadian bands who have 
found a home at Sub Pop in¬ 
clude the Constantines, Eric’s 
Trip, Handsome Furs, Hard¬ 
ship Post, Hot Hot Heat, Jale, 
and Zumpano. 

Toronto’s Metz is one of 
the label’s brightest stars to¬ 
day. 

“Bruce and I are in agree¬ 
ment that they’re the best 
live rock ’n’ roll band in the 
world right now,” Poneman 
said. 

“I think the record that 
they made for us is extra- 
ordinaiy but I still think that 
live, (the music) is transcend¬ 
ent ... As great as that record 
is, I would say they’re even 
greater live. And that’s not to 
diminish the record, it’s more 
to exult the live experience.”

Caesars Windsor is defending 
last weekend’s Ke$ha concert, 
even though some felt the 
performance featured a little 
too much, “Blah Blah Blah.” 

Ke$ha’s sold-out show in¬ 
cluded inflatable women’s 
legs, ample profanity and re¬ 
quests to “stick it” in the sing¬ 
er’s vagina. Midway through 
the set, parents could be seen 
leaving the venue with their 
kids in tow. 

Others took to Faceboolc to 
question why the show was 
deemed all ages in the first 



place. 

“My fiancee and I were at 
this show and almost all other 
shows put on at Caesars. This 
is by far the worst and I was 
offended as an adult. Have 
some class people,” wrote 
Alan Prince on Faceboolc. 

“This was definitely) too 
adult for my daughter,” wrote 
Susanne Bergeron. “Ke$ha’s 
‘balls’ discussion was a prime 


example of something that 
isn’t all ages.” 

The venue has shot back, 
saying parents should be 
aware of what their children 
are listening to. 

“We appreciate that 
Ke$ha’s show may be offen¬ 
sive to some, which is why 
signage was prominently 
posted to caution the audi¬ 
ence,” Caesars posted on its 
Faceboolc page. “It is ultim¬ 
ately up to concert attendees 
to review an artist’s material 
before purchasing tickets so 
that they may make their 
own informed decision on 
what is age appropriate, as 
this is subjective. What may 
be offensive to some is ac¬ 
ceptable and enjoyable by 
others.” 

A number of commenters 
on Faceboolc agreed with the 
casino.

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TV beckons, but Luke Bryan sticks 
to music as he releases new album 


Country crooning. 

After winning 
entertainer of the 
year, the newly-minted 
superstar is defying 
conventional thinking 


Luke Biyan has taken an un¬ 
usual approach to the busi¬ 
ness side of his career since 
winning the Academy of 
Country Music’s entertainer 
of the year in April: He’s turn¬ 
ing down almost eveiything. 

Rather than cashing in on 
his win and successful ACM 
co-hosting gig with Blake 
Shelton, countiy music’s 
newest platinum-selling, 
arena-filling star has decided 
to leave sacks of money on 
the table, ignore television 
and double down on the live 
performances that have got¬ 
ten him this far. Even Biyan 
can’t believe he’s doing it, but 
his logic is pretty unassail¬ 
able. 

“It’s my first year in,” the 


37-year-old Georgia native 
said. “I won entertainer of the 
year and I ain’t really been an 
entertainer yet, or what the 
definition of that is. I had 
the same feelings when I was 
asked to co-host with Blake. 
I turned the ACMs down the 
first time.” 

Bryan’s eventual change of 
heart paid off by helping him 
pull in the fan votes needed 
to win one of countiy music’s 
biggest awards. It was one of 
the most surprising upsets in 
the histoiy of the ACMs — his 
competition included Shel¬ 
ton, Taylor Swift and Jason 
Aldean. The award is usually 
given to established perform¬ 
ers at the top of the genre. 

They’re not only selling 
oodles of albums, but also 
headlining arena- and sta¬ 
dium-sized shows and repre¬ 
senting countiy music in a 
positive way to the world — 
and they’ve been doing it for 
years. Biyan was just moving 
into that group. 

He reached platinum 
status with 201 l’s Tailgates 
& Tanlines, and this week

• Hitting it big. Bryan 
became country music's 
next big male star last 
year when Tailgates & 
Tanlines was the No. 3 
country album of the year 
behind Taylor Swift's Red 
and Carrie Underwood's 
Blown Away — despite 
being released in 2011.

“I can’t believe I’m turning 
them down, but when I hud¬ 
dle up with my core group of 


people and think about it, I 
think it’s neat to just handle 
the headlining right now. I 
don’t think I’m savvy enough 
as a headliner to start taking 
it for granted.”

So if Saul’s story doesn’t 
end, what’s all this talk of a 
spinoff? 

Yeah, you’re onto something 
(laughs). You know, look, for 
some reason people feel great 
affection toward Saul Good¬ 
man. They like him and they 
want him to cany on. I don’t 
know, Vince Gilligan should 
answer that question, or Peter 
Gould maybe — Peter’s one 
of the writers who wrote the 
first episode Saul appeared 
on, and whenever Vince talks 
about it with people he always 
talks about working with Peter 
on that. But you know, in his 
defense, he’s been completely 
100 per cent focused on finish¬ 
ing this show and making it 
satisfying for the fans, and from 
what I think he hasn’t had a lot 
of time to flesh out any idea he 
has for a Saul Goodman spinoff. 
But I do believe that when 
he says he has an idea for it, I 
think he’s a pretty serious guy 
when it comes to that kinda 
talk, unlike a lot of people in 
show business. If he says he’s 
thinking about it, that’s a more 
real thing than 90 per cent of 
the stuff you’re hearing.

Detective Joe Geddes is a man 
who is finding himself in more 
ways than one. The new AMC 
cop drama, Low Winter Sim, 
pairs Geddes, played by English 


actor Lennie James, with fellow 
Detroit detective, Frank Agnew, 
played by fellow Brit actor Mark 
Strong (Green Lantern, Zero 
Dark Thirty). 

The twosome murders a cor¬ 
rupt colleague, leaving Geddes 
searching to regain his moral 
centre — but alas, he and 
Agnew are assigned to find the 
murderer. 

“He’s trying to rescue him¬ 
self and the rescue begins with 
the death of his partner, whom 
he kills,” James says of Geddes. 
“He has been letting himself 


down for years and is trying to 
live up to his own expectations. 
He has a strong moral centre 
and he’s acted against it for far 
too long.” 

Low Winter Sun is based on 
a British mini-series of the same 
name that’s reset in Detroit. It’s 
far from a conventional cop 
drama, buddy saga or whodun¬ 
it. “We know who did it,” says 
James. “Then, those two cops 
are put in place of investigating 
the crime they’ve committed. 
Our stoiy is also about two guys 
unsolving a case as opposed to 
solving it.” 

James’ early career included 
playing the bungling would- 
be criminal in Guy Ritchie’s 
Snatch, and more recently, 
roles in The Walking Dead and 
last year’s Guy Pearce-starring 


Lockout. James says he’s played 
many cops, but Geddes and his 
inner journey to salvation — 
not to mention this turnaround 
on the good-cop-bad- cop stoiy 
— was a juicy role he refished. 

“The first step onto the road 
to redemption is a heinous act 
of violence, which for an actor 
is just gravy,” says James. “It’s 
what you want to play; the 
more complex the character, 
the more difficult the situa¬ 
tions. I’m someone who gets 
bored veiy quickly, so I like to 
be interested. This one, you 
can’t drop the ball — there’s a 
tension that exists in this stoiy 
that you can’t let sag. This job 
has taken some proper lifting,” 
James adds, using an English 
colloquialism for tackling hard 
work, “and I enjoyed that a lot.”

Was Flowers in 
the Attic real? 

The good thing about your 
teenage fascination with 
Flowers in the Attic is that 
once you get a little older, 
you can laugh about it. The 
whole story’s so outlandish 
that nothing like that could 
ever actually happen. Right? 

... Right?! Not so fast. In an 
interview with The Toast, 
Ann Patty, who was V.C. 
Andrews’ editor, says the 
stoiy behind Flowers in the 
Attic might actually have 
some truth to it. “Flowers in 
the Attic was based on a stoiy 
(V.C. Andrews) heard when 
she was in the hospital for a 
spinal operation,” she said. 
“Well, someone told it to her, 


yes. Some doctor there. So 
I’d guess that some aspects 
of it were true — at least the 
aspect of kids being hidden 
away. Whether the twins 
were real, the sex, the time 
frame, probably not. I think 
it was just the concept of 
kids hidden in the attic so 
the mother could inherit a 
fortune.”

How did you get the idea for 
this book?

of Spider-Man’s girlfriends 
onto this young woman at 
a gas station. I didn’t really 
know what this guy was 
doing in my story. I was not 
a big comic book reader at 
all. I was sort of interested 
in someone being auda¬ 
cious enough to take these 
steps. 


felt like every time I was 
sitting down to this, I was 
opening this time capsule. 
... You see how important 
the stoiy was to people at 
a certain time, especially 
a particular kind of male 
reader. 

You wrote this for years in 
several different cities. Did 
you ever think about moving 
on? 


I wrote a collection of short 
stories, and then shortly 
after that I moved to San 
Francisco, signed with my 
agent. We were tiying to 
do a novel in stories, then 
when it didn’t sell, I ac¬ 
tually moved to Montevideo, 
Uruguay. That’s where I 
wrote the bulk of the novel 
manuscript. I went there 
thinking I had ditched the 
story completely and was 


interested in starting some¬ 
thing new. But I wanted to 
put myself in a place where 
I was completely removed 
from stimuli and had time 
to write, so I was thinking 
of it as a makeshift writer’s 
residency for myself. I 
brought all these Spider- 
Man comics with me, so I 
knew that there was a part 
of my mind that knew I 
wasn’t done with the story.

Derek Drouin wanted eveiy- 
one to know his Olympic 
bronze medal last summer 
was no fluke.
